If all these meas- 
ures fail, the physician may recom- 
mend surgery, particularly if the 
trouble is located in certain areas 
of the stomach. Under surgery, all 
or part of the stomach may be re- 
moved or a new exit from the 
stomach to the intestine may be 


formed by the surgeon. yt |
